Prior to Prince Mlrko's marriage 
last July with Natalie Constantino- 
vltch, daughter of tho grand-uncle of 
King Alexander, ho had a love affair 
with a Servian actress, and wrote her 
many letters containing criticisms on 
tho policy of several European states. 
Tho Czar and German Emperor were 
especially hard hit, while the Servian 
people were slightingly and scornfully 
referred to. 


After his marriage Prince ' Mlrko 


sent a trusted adjutant to buy 
the 
letters from the actress. 
She readily 


sold them, but the adjutant, who is a 
native of Servla, sold them to the Ser- 
vian government for a considerable 
sum, after having had printed copies 
made.

TO SETTLE CLAIMS 


Venezuela Agrees to Pay Germany and 


Order for Fleet to Assemble 


Is Countermanded. 


Berlin, Dec. 
2.—President Castro 


has promised in writing to pay a part 
of the German claims against Ven- 
ezuela. As a result the orders to as- 
semble a fleet off the Venezuelan coast 
iavo been countermanded. Tbe pre- 
sentation of a Joint ultimatum by Ger- 
many and Great Britain has been post- 
poned. It Is understood that President 
Castro .has satisfied Great Britain's 
demands In a similar manner. 
This 


government considers that .a peaceful 
settlement ot the questions In dispute 
la quite probable, and attributes Pres- 
ident Castro's yielding to the fact that • 
tie has become aware that the United 
States would not Interpose any ob- 
stacle to the forcible collection of the 
claims of Germany and Great Britain. 
President Castro tried by every means 
to keep Great Britain and Germany 
apart in discussing the settlements. 
Intimating or promising first one thing 
and then another. Germany, having

To the Senate anil Home of Representa- 
tive*: 
"We itUI. continue In a period .cf un- 
oounded proipcrlty. 
This prosperity la 


not the creature of law. but undoubtedly 
the laws under which tye work have been 
Instrumental In creating tho conditions 
•which made It possible, and by untvlse Icg- 
ulatlon It would be easy enough to destroy 
it. There will undoubtedly be periods of 
depression. Tho wave will recede, but the 
tide will advance. This nation Is seated 
on a continent flanked by two great 
oceans. It la composed of men the de- 
scendants of pioneers or. In a sense, pio- 
neers themselves—of men winnowed out 
from nmone the nations of the old worM 
by the encrcy, boldness and lava of ad- 
venture found In their own eager hearts. 
Such a nation »o placed will surely wrest 
success from fortune. 


As a people we have played a large part 


In the world, and we are bent upon mak- 
ing our future even larger than the past. 
In particular thu events of tliu last four 
.years have definitely decided trial for woo 
or for weal our plucu must be great among 
the nations. U e may cither fall greatly 
or succeed greatly, but wu cannot avoid 
.the endeavor from which cither great 
failure or great success must coma, liven 
If we would we cannot pluy a small part. 
If we should try. all that would follow 
would be that we should play a largo part 
ignobly and shamefully. 
Ilut our people, the sons of the men of 
the civil war, tho sona of tho men who 
had iron In their blood, rejoice In the 
present and face the future high of heart 
and resolute of wilt. Ours m not the 
creed of the weakling and tho coward; 
ours U the gospel of hope and of tri- 
umphant endeavor. 
Wo do not shrink 
i from the struggle before us. There are 
many problems for us to face at tho out- 
set of the twentieth century—grave prob- 
lems abroad and still graver at home—but 
."we know that we can solve them, and 
solve them well, provided only that we 
bring to the solution the qualities of head 
and heart which were shown by tho men 
who In the days of Washington founded 
this government and in the days of Lin- 
coln preserved It. 
•No country has ever occupied a higher 
plane of material well being than ours'at 
the present moment, This well being In 
due to no sudden or accidental causes, but 
to the play of the economic forces In this 
country for over a century: to our laws, 
our sustained and continuous policies; 
above all. to the high Individual average 
of our citizenship. Great fortunes have 
been won by those who Imvo taken the 
lead In this phenomenal Industrial devel- 
opment, and most of theso fortunes hnve 
been won not by doing evil, but as an In- 
cident to action whlcli has b«nelltcd the 
community as a whole. Never before has 
material well being been so widely dif- 
fused among our people. Great fortune* 
have been accumulated, and yet In ttio 
aggregate these fortunes are small In- 
deed when compared to the wealth of the 
people nil a whole. The plain people nre 
better off than they h.TVc ever been be- 
fore. 
The Insurance companies, which 
are practically mutual benellt societies— 
especially helpful to men of moderate 
means—represent accumulations of capi- 
tal which are among tho largest In this 
country. There nro mare deposits In the 
savings banks, more owners of farms. 
more well paid wageworkers In this coun- 
try now than ever before In our history* 
Of course when the conditions have fu- 
vored the growth of so much that was 
good they have also favored somewhat 
the growth of what was evil. It la emi- 
nently necessary that we should endeavor 
to cut out this evil, but let us keep n due 
•ense of proportion; let us not In (Ixtng 
our gaze upon the lesser evil forget tha 
greater good. The evils are real, and 
some of them are menacing, but they nro 
the outgrowth not of misery or decadence, 
but of prosperity, of the progress of our 
stgnntlc Industrial development. Thin In- 
dustrial development must not be checked, 
but side by side with It should go such 
progressive regulation as will diminish 
the evils. We should fall In our duty If 
we did not try to remedy the evils, but we 
•hall succeed only If we proceed patient- 
ly, with practical common senso us well 
an resolution, separating the good from 
the bad and holding on to the former 
while endeavoring to get rid of tho latter. 
In my message to the present congress 
at Ita first session 1 discussed at length 
the question of the regulation of those 
big corporations commonly doing an In- 
terstate business, often with some tenden- 
cy to monopoly, 
which are popularly 


known as trusts. The experience of the 
past year has emphasized. In my opinion, 
the desirability of tho steps I then pro- 
posed. A fundamental requisite of social 
efficiency 1» a high standard of Individual 
energy and excellence, but this Is In no- 
wise Inconsistent with power to act In 
combination for alms which cannot so 
well be achieved by the Individual acting 
alone. A fundamental base of civilization 
U the Inviolability of property: but this Is 
in nowise Inconsistent with tho right of 
•oclety to regulate tho exercise of the 
artificial powers which It confers upon the 
owners of property under tho name of cor- 
porate franchises In such a way as to 
prevent the misuse of these powers. Cor- 
porations, and especially combinations of 
corporations, should be managed under 
public regulation. Experience has shown 
that under our system of government tho 
necessary supervision cannot be obtained 
by state action. 
It must therefore be 
achieved by national nctlon. Our aim la 
not to do away with corporations. On tho 
contrary, these big aggregations are an 
inevitable development of modern Indus- 
trialism, and the effort to destroy them 
would be futile unless accomplished In 
ways that would work the utmost mis- 
chief to the entire body politic. \r°o can 
do nothing of good In the way of regulat- 
ing and supervising these •corporations 
until we fix clearly In our minds that wo 
are not attacking the corporations, but 
endeavoring to do away with any evil In 
them. U'e are not. hostile to them. Wo 
are merely determined that they shall be 
so handled as to subserve the public good. 
We draw the line against misconduct, not 
aralnst wealth. The capitalist who. alone 
or In conjunction with his fellows.- per- 
forms some great Industrial feat by which 
he wins money Is a welldoer, not a wrong- 
doer, provided only he works In proper 
and legitimate lints. We wish to favor 
•uch a man when he does welt Wo wish 
to supervise and control his actions only 
to prevent htm from doing 111. 
Publicity 
can do no harm to the honest corporation, 
and we need not be overtender about 
•paring the dishonest corporation. 
In curbing and regulating the combina- 
tions of capital which are or may become 
injurious to the public we must be care- 
ful not to stop the great enterprises which 
have legitimately reduced the cost of pro- 
duction, not to abandon the place which 
our country has wan In the leadership of 
the International Industrial world, not to 
•trike down wealth with the result of 
closing factories nnd mines, of turning 
the wageworker Idle In the streets and 
leavlnc the farmer without a market for 
what he grows. Insistence upon tho Im- 
possible means delay In achieving the pos- 
sible exactly as. on the other hand, the 
•tubborn defense alike of what Is good 
and what 1s bad In tha existing system. 
the resolute effort to obstruct any at- 
tempt at betterment, betrays blindness to 
the historic truth that wise evolution U 
th« sure safeguard against revolution. 
No more Important subject can come 
before the congress than this of the regu- 
lation of Interstate business. This country 
cannot afford to sit supine on the plea 
that under our peculiar system of govern- 
ment we are helpless In the presence of 
the new conditions nnd unable to grapple 
with them or to cut nut whatever of evil 
has arisen In connection .with them. The 
' power of the congress tb regulate Inter- 
state commerce la an absolute and un- 
qualified grant and without limitations 
other than those prescribed by the consti- 
tution. The congress has constitutional 
authority to make all laws necessary and 
proper for executing this power, and I am 
satisfied that this power has not been ex- 
hausted by any legislation now on tho 
statute books. 
It Is evident, therefore, 
that evils restrictive of commercial free- 
dom and entalllnc restraint upon national 
commerce fall within the regulative pow- 
er of the congress and that a wise and 
reasonable Inw would be a necessary Sind 
proper exercise of congressional authority 
to the end that such evils should be erad- 
icated. 
I bellrve that monopolies, unjust dis- 
criminations, which prevent or cripple 
'competition, fraudulent overcapitalization 
and other evils In trust organizations and 


practices which Injuriously affect Inter- 
state trade can be prevented under the 
power of tho congress In "regulate com- 
merce with foreign nntlons and among 
tho several states" through regulations 
nnd requirements operating directly upon 
•uch 
commerce, 
the 
Instrumentalities 
thereof and those engaged therein. 


I earnestly recommend this subject to the 
oonslderatlon of the congress with a view 
to the passage of a law reasonable In Its 
provisions and effective In Us operations, 
upon which tho questions can be finally 
adjudicated that now raise doubts as to 
tho necessity of constitutional amend- 
ment. If It prove Impossible to accom- 
plish the purposes above sot forth by such 
n law, then assuredly wo should not 
shrink from amending tho constitution so 
as to secure beyond pcradventuro the 
power sought. 
The congress has not heretofore mode 
any appropriation for the better enforce- 
ment of tho antitrust law ns It now 
stands. Very much has been done by the 
department of justice In securing tho en- 
forcement of this law, but much more 
could be done If congress would make a 
special appropriation for this purpose, to 
bo expended under the direction of the 
attorney general. 


One proposition advocated has been th»> 
reduction of the tariff as n means ot 
reaching the evils of the trusts which fall 
within tho category I have described. 
Not merely would this bo wholly Ineffec- 
tive, but the diversion of our efforts In 
such a direction would mean the aban- 
donment of all Intelligent attempt to do 
away with thrse evils.. Many of the lar- 
gest corporations, many of thoso which 
should certainly be Included In nny proper 
scheme of regulation, would not be af- 
fected In the slightest degree by a change 
In tho tarfff, snvo ns such change Inter- 
fered with the general prosperity of the 
country. Tho only relation of the tariff 
to big corporations as a whole Is that tha 
tariff makes manufacture* profitable, and 
tho tarir remedy proposed would bo In 
effect simply to make manufactures un- 
profitable. 
To remove the tariff as a 
punitive measure directed ngalniit trusts 
would Inevitably result In ruin to tha 
weaker competitors who are struggling 
against them. Our aim should be not by 
unwise tariff changes to give foreign prod- 
ucts the advantage over domestic prod- 
ucts, but by proper regulation to give do- 
mestic competition a fair chance, nnd 
this end cannot bo reached by nny tariff 
changes which would affect unfavorably 
all domestic competitors, good nnd bad 
alike. Tho question of regulation of tho 
trusts stands apart from tho question of 
tariff revision. 


Stability of economic policy must al- 
ways bo the prlmu economic need of this 
country. This stability should not be fos- 
slllzatlon. 
Thu country has acquiesced 
In the wisdom of the protective tariff 
principle. 
It Is exceedingly undesirable 
that this system should be destroyed or 
that there should lia violent and radical 
changes therein. 
Our past experience 
shows that great prosperity In this coun- 
try lias always comu umlera protective tnr- 
111 and that the country cannot prosper 
under fitful tariff changes at short Inter- 
vals. 
Moreover, If tho tariff laws ns a 
whole work well and If business has pros- 
pered under them and Is prospering. It Is 
better to endure for a time sjlglit Incon- 
veniences nnd Inequalities In Some sched- 
ules than to unset business by too quick, 
and too radical changes. It U most ear- 
nestly to bo wished that we could treat 
tho tariff from tho standpoint solely of 
our -business needs. 
It Is. perhaps, too 
much to hope that partisanship may bo 
entirely excluded from consideration of 
the subject, but at least It can be made 
secondary to the business Interest!! of tho 
country—that Is, to the Interests of our 
people us n whole. Unquestionably these 
business Interests will best be served If 
together with fixity of principle an re- 
gards the tariff we combine a system 
which will permit us from time to tlmo to 
make the necessary rcappllcatlon of tha 
principle to tho shifting national needs. 
,Ve must take scrupulous cure that tho 
reappllcntlon shall bu made In sueh a way 
that It will not amount to a dislocation of 
our system, the mere threat of which, not 
to speak of the performance, would pro- 
duce paralysis In thi* business energies 
of the community. The llrst considera- 
tion In making these changes would, of 
course, be to preserve the principle which 
underlies our whole tariff system—that IB, 
tho principle of putting American busi- 
ness Interests at least on a full equality 
with Interests nhroud and of always al- 
lowing n sulllclent rate of duty to more 
than cover the difference between the 
labor cost here and abroad. The well be- 
ing of tho wngeworker. llko the well bo- 
Ing of tha tiller of the soil, should be 
treated as an essential In shaping our 
whole economic policy. There must never 
be any change which will jeopardize the 
standard of comfort, the standard of 
wages, of the American wageworker. 
One way In which tho readjustment 
sought can bo reached Is by reciprocity 
treaties. It Is greatly to be desired that 
such treaties may be adopted. They can 
bo used to widen our markets and to glv« 
n greater field for the activities of our 
producers on tho one hand, und on tha 
other hand to secure In practical shape 
the lowering of duties when they nro no 
longer needed for protection among our 
own people or when the minimum of dam- 
age done may be disregarded for the sake 
of the maximum of good accomplished. 
If It prove Impossible, to ratify tho pend- 
ing treaties and If there seem to hu no 
warrant for tho endeavor to execute oth- 
ers or to amend the pending treaties so 
that they can be ratified,' then the same 
end—to secure reciprocity—should bo met 
by direct, legislation. 
Wherever tho tariff conditions are such 


that a needed change cannot with advan- 
tage be made by the application of the 
reciprocity Idea, then It can bo mado out- 
right by a lowering of duties on a given 
product. If possible, such chango should 
bo made only after tho fullest considera- 
tion by practical experts, who should ap- 
proach tho subject from n. business stand- 
point, having In view both the particular 
Interests affected and the commercial well 
being of tho people as a whole. The ma- 
chinery for providing such careful Inves- 
tigation can readily be supplied. Tho ex- 
ecutive department has already at Its 
disposal methods of collecting facts and 
figures, and If the congress desires addi- 
tional consideration to that which will be 
given the subject by Its own .committees, 
then a commission of business experts can 
be appointed whose duty It should be to 
recommend nctlon by the congress after 
a deliberate ami scientific examination of 
the various schedules as they nre affected 
by the changed and changing conditions. 
The unhurried and unbiased report of this 
commission would show what changes 
should be made In the various schedules 
nnd how far theso changes could go with- 
out also changing the great prosperity 
which this country Is now enjoying or 
upsetting Its fixed economic policy. 
The cases In which tho tariff can pro- 
duce a monopoly aro so few as to consti- 
tute an Inconsiderable factor In tho ques- 
tion: but, of course. If In any case it be 
found that a given rale of duty does pro- 
mote a monopoly which works 111. no pro- 
tectionist would object to such reduction 
of the duty na would equalize competition. 
In my judgment, the tariff on anthracite 
coal should be removed and anthracite 
put actually, where U now Is nominally, 
on the free list. This would havo no effect 
at all save In crises; but In crises It might 
be of service to tho people. 
Interest rates aro a potent factor In 
business activity./nnd In order that these 
rates may be equalized to meet the vary- 
ing needs of tho seasons nnd of widely 
separated communities, and to prevent the 
recurrence of financial stringencies which 
Injuriously affect legitimate business. It 
Is necessary that there should be an ele- 
ment of elasticity In our monetary sys- 
tem: Hanks are the natural servants of 
commerce, 
and upon them should be 
placed, aa fzr as practicable, tho burden 
of furnishing and'maintaining a. circula- 
tion adequate to supply the needs of our 
diversified Industries nnd of our domestic 
and foreign commerce, nnd the Issue of 
this should bo so regulated that a suffi- 
cient supply should bo always available 
for tho business Interests of the country. 
It would be both unwise nnd unneces- 
sary at this time to attempt to recon- 
struct our financial system, which has 
been the growth of a century, but somo 
additional legislation Is, I think, desirable. 
The mere outline of nny plan sufficiently 
comprehensive to meet these requirements 
would transgress the appropriate limits 
of this communication. It Is suggested, 
however, that all future legislation on the 
subject should be with the view of en- 
couraging the use of such Instrumentali- 
ties ns will automatically supply every 
legitimate demand of productive Indus- 
tries nnd of commerce, not only In tho 
amount, but In the character of circula- 
tion, nnd of making all kinds ot money 
Interchangeable and, at the will of thn 
holder, convertible Into the established 
cold standard. 


I again call your attention to the need 
of passing a proper Immigration law. cov- 
ering the points outlined In my message 
to you nt the first session of the present 
congress. 
Substantially such a bill has 
already passed the house. 
, 


How to secure fair treatment alike for 
labor and for capital, how to hold In 
check the unscrupulous man. whether em- 
ployer or employee, without weakening 
Individual Initiative, without hampering 
and cramping tho industrial development 
of the country. Is a problem fraught with 
great dltllcultles nnd one which It Is of 
tho highest Importance to solve on lines 
of sanity and fnrslghtcd common sense as 
well as of devotion to the right. This Is 
an era of federation and combination. 
Kxnctly as business men find they musi 
often work through corporations, and as 
It Is a constant tendency of these corpora- 
tions to grow larger, no It Is often neces- 
sary for laboring men to work In federa- 
tions, and these have become Important 
factors of modern Industrial life. 
Both 
kinds of federation, capitalistic nnd labor, 
can do much good, and as a necessary 
corollary they can both do evil. Opposi- 
tion to each kind of organization should 
take tho form of opposition to whatever Is 
bad In tho conduct of any given corpora- 
tion or union, not of attacks upon cor- 
porations as such nor upon unions as 
such, for some of thu most fnrreachlng 
beneficent work for our people has been 
accomplished through both corporations 
and unions. Each must refrain from ar- 
bitrary or tyrannous Interference with 
tho rlshtH of others. 
Organized capital 
and organized labor alike should remem- 
ber that In the long run tho Interest of 
each must bo brought Into harmony with 
the Interest of the general public, nnd the 
conduct of each must conform to tho 
fundamental rules of obedience to tho 
law. of Individual freedom and of Justice 
and fair dealing toward all. Each should 
remember that In addition to power It 
must 
strive after 
the 
realization of 
healthy, lofty nnd generous Ideals. Every 
employer, «vcry waeeworker, must be 
guaranteed his liberty and his right to do 
as hu likes with his property or his labor 
so long as he does not Infringe upon the 
rights of others. It Is of tho highest Im- 
portance that employer and employee 
alike should endeavor to appreciate each 
tho viewpoint of tho other und the aure 
disaster that will como upon both In the 
Ions run If either grows to take as habit- 
ual an attitude of sour hostility and.dis- 
trust toward tho other. Few people de- 
servo better of tho country than thoso rep- 
resentatives both of capital and labor— 
and thero nro many such—who work con- 
tinually to bring about a good understand- 
ing of this kind, based upon wisdom nnd 
upon broad nnd kindly sympathy between 
employers; and employed. 
Above nil, we 
need to remember that any kind of class 
animosity In tho political world Is. If pos- 
sible, ovun more wicked, even more ile- 
Btructlvo to national welfare, than sec- 
tional, race or religious animosity. 
We 
can get good government only upon condi- 
tion that we keep true to tho principles 
upon which this nation was founded und 
Itulgo each man not ns n part of n class, 
but upon his Individual merits. All that 
we have a right to nsk of nny man, rich 
or poor,, whatever his creed, his occupa- 
tion, his birthplace or hln residence, is 
that hn shall act well and honorably by 
his neighbor nnd by his country. We nre 
neither for tho rich man as such nor for 
th» poor man ns such; we nro for tho up- 
right man. rich or poor. 
So far as tho 
constitutional powers c,t the national gov- 
ernment touch them) matters of general 
and vital moment to tho nation, they 
should bo HXnrclscd In conformity with 
the principle* nbtivo set forth. 
It Is earnestly hoped that n secretary of 
commerco may bo created, with a seat In 
tho cabinet. Tho rapid multiplication of 
questions nffectliiK labor nnd capital, tho 
growth and complexity of tho organiza- 
tions through which both labor and capi- 
tal now find expression, tho steady tend- 
ency toward tho employment of capital In 
hugo corporations nnd the 
wonderful 
ntridoH of this country toward Kndershlp 
In tho International business world justify 
an urgent demand fur tho creation of 
mich a position. 
Substantially all tho 
leading commercial bodies In this country 
have unltml In requesting Its creation. It 
Is dcslrnhln that somo such mensuro ns 
that which has already passed tho senate 
bo enacted Into law. Tho creation of such 
n department would In Itself be an ad- 
vnnco toward dealing with und exercising 
supervision, over tho wholo subject of thu 
great corporations doing nn Interstate 
business, and with this end In view thu 
congress should endow tho department 
with largo powers, which could bo In- 
creased as experience might show the 
need. 


I hnpo soon to submit In the senate n 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba. On May SO 
last the United States kept Its promlsa to 
the Island by formally vacating Cuban soil 
nnd turning Cuba over to those whom her 
own pcoplo had chosen ns tho llrst olllclals 
of th» new republic. 


Cuba lies at our doors, nnd whatever af- 
fects her for good or for 111 nffects us also. 
Si» much have ourl people felt this that In 
tho I'latt amendment wo definitely took 
tho ground that Cuba must hereafter hnve 
closer political relations with us than with 
nny other power. Thus In a senso Cuba 
has becoma a part of our International 
political system. This makes It necessary- 
that In return she should bo given some of 
tho benefits of becoming part of our eco- 
nomic system. It Is, from our own stand- 
point, n shortsighted nnd mischievous pol- 
icy to fall to reconnlzo this need. Mure- 
over, It Is unworthy of a mighty nnd gen- 
erous nation. Itself the, greatest and most 
successful republic In history, to refuse to 
stretch out a, helping hand to a young nnd 
weak ulster republic Just entering upon 
Its career of Independence. Wo Hhuuld-ul- 
ways fearlessly Insist upon our rights In 
tho face of tho strong, nnd we should with 
ungrudging hand du our generous duty 
by tho weak. I urge tho adoption of reci- 
procity with Cuba not only becauso It la 
eminently for our own Interests to control 
tho Cuban market and by every means to 
foster our supremacy In tho tropical lands 
nnd waters south of us. but nlsn bccuuso 
wo of tho giant republic of tho north 
should make all our sister nations of tho 
American continent feel that whenever 
they will permit It wo deslro to show our- 
selves disinterestedly and effectively their 
friend. 
' • 
A convention with Great Britain has 
been concluded, which will be at once laid 
before the senate for ratification, provid- 
ing for reciprocal trado arrangements be- 
tween the United States and Newfound- 
land on substantially thu lines of the con- 
vention formerly negotiated by tho secre- 
tary of state, Jklr. Ululnn. I bcllevu recip- 
rocal trade relations will be greatly to tho 
advantage of both countries, 
As civilization grows warfare becomes 
less nnd less tho normal condition of for- 
eign relations. 
Tho last century has 
seen a marked diminution of wars be- 
tween civilized powers. 
Wars with un- 
civilized powers arc largely mere matters 
of International police duty, essential for 
tho welfare of the world. Wherever pos- 
alblo arbitration or somo similar method 
should be employed In lieu of war to settle 
difficulties between civilized nations, al- 
though as yet tho world has not pro- 
gressed sufficiently to render It possible 
or necessarily desirable to Invoke arbitra- 
tion In every case. Tho formation of tho 
International tribunal which sits at Tho 
Hague Is an event of good omen from 
which great consequences for the welfare 
of all mankind may flow. It Is far better 
where possible to Invoke such a perma- 
nent tribunal than to creata special arbi- 
trators for a given purpose. 
It la a matter of sincere congratulation 
to our country that the United States and 
Mexico should have been tho first to use 
the good offices of The lingua court. This 
was done last summer with most satis- 
factory results In the caso of n claim at 
Issue between us and our sister republic. 
It Is earnestly to bo hoped that this first 
caso will servo us n precedent for others. 
In which not only the United States but 
foreign nations may take advantage of 
the machinery already In existence at 
Tho Hague. 
I commend to the favorable considera- 
tion of the congress the Hawaiian flro 
claims, which were tho subject of careful 
Investigation during the last session. 
The congress has wisely provided that 
wo shall build at once an Isthmian canal. 
If possible at Panama. The attorney gen- 
eral reports that we can undoubtedly ac- 
quire good title from tho French Panama 
canal company. 
Negotiations are DOW 
pending with Colombia to secure her as- 
sent to our building tho canal. This canal 
will bo one of the greatest engineering 
feats of the twentieth century, a greater 
engineering feat than has yet been no 
pompllshed during tho history of mankind. 
The work should be carried out ns a con- 
tinuing policy without regard to change 
of administration, and It should be begun 
under circumstances which will make It 
a matter of pride for all administrations 
to continue the policy. 
Tho canal will be of great benefit to 
America and of Importance to all the 
world. It will be of advantage to us In- 
dustrially nnd also ns Imprnv'ng our mil- 
itary position. It will be of ifivantuga to 
the countries of tropical America. 
It Is 
earnestly to bo hoped that all of these 
countries will do ns some of them hnvo 
already done with signal success nnd will 
Invlto to their shores commerce nnd Im- 
prove their material conditions by recog- 
nizing that stability anil order are tM 
prerequisites of successful development. 
No Independent nation In America need 


have tha (lightest fear of aggression from 
the United States. It behooves each ona 
to maintain order within Its own border* 
nnd to discharge Its just obligations to 
foreigners. 
When this Is done, they can 
rest assured that, be they strong or weak, 
they havo nothing to dread from outside 
Interference. Mora nnd more tho Increas- 
ing 'Interdependence and complexity of 
International political nnd economic rela- 
tions rentier It Incumbent on all civilized 
and orderly powers to Insist on tho proper 
policing of tilt- world. 
Durlns th« fall of 1901 n communication 
was mldrea.K'd to thu secretary of stats 
risking 
whether permission 
would be 
granted by tho president to a'corporation 
to lay r. cable from a point on the Cali- 
fornia coast t» tho Philippine Islands by 
way of Hawaii. A statement of condi- 
tions or terms upon which such corpora- 
tion would undertake to lay and operate 
a cable was volunteered. 
Inasmuch ns the congress was shortly to 
convene nml Pacific cablo legislation had 
been tho subject of consideration by the 
congrvss for several years. It seemed to 
mo v,*lsu to ilcfer nctlon upon tho applica- 
tion until tho cuncress had llrst nn oppor- 
tunity to act. Tho conuresn adjourned 
without taking nny nctlrm. leaving tho 
matter In exactly tho samo condition In 
which It stood when tho congress con- 
vened. 
' 


Meanwhile It appears that tho Commer- 
cial Pacific Cable company had promptly 
proceeded with preparations for laying Its 
cable. 
It also r.l.ule application to tho 
president for access to nnd ttac of sound- 
IIIRS tnl;i>n by the l,'iili«l States steamship 
Nero for tho purpono nf discovering n 
practicable routo for a transuacltlc cable, 
the company urging that with access to 
these soundings it could complutu Its cable 
much sooner than If It were, required to 
take soundings upon Its own account. 
Pending consideration of this subject It 
appeared Important nnd desirable to at- 
tach certain conditions to tho permission 
to examine and use tho soundings If It 
should bo granted. 
In conneiiui'iivu of this solicitation of the 
rahla company certain conditions wero 
formulated, upon which tho president was 
willing to allow access to thcso sound- 
Ings und to consent to tho landing and 
laying uf the cable, subject to nny altera- 
tions or additions thereto Imposed by tho 
cotiKress. This was deemed proper, espe- 
cially as It was clear that n cable con- 
nection of somo klml with China, a for- 
eign country, wns n part of tho company's 
plan. This course was, moreover. In nc- 
cordanco with n lino of precedents. Includ- 
ing President Grant's action In the case 
of the llrst French cable, explained to tho 
congress In his annual message of De- 
cember, 1S75, nnd tho instance occurring 
In 1X79 of the second French cablo from 
Ilrcst to St. Pierre, with a branch to 
Cape Cod. 


Theso conditions prescribed, among oth- 
er things, a maximum rato for commer- 
cial messages and thnt tho company 
should construct n lino from the Philip- 
pine Islands to China, there being at pres- 
ent, ns Is well known, a British lino from 
Manila to Hongkong. 


Tho representatives of tho cable compa- 
ny kept these conditions long under con- 
sideration, continuing In tho meantime to 
preparo for laying tho cable. They have, 
however, at length acceded to them, and 
an all American lino between our Pacific 
coast and the, chlnesn empire by way of 
Honolulu nnd tho Philippine Islands la 
thus provided for and Is expected within 
a few months to be ready for business. 
Among thn conditions Is onu reserving 
tho power of tho congress to modify or re- 
peal any or all of them. A copy of tho 
conditions Is herewith transmitted. 


Of Porto Klco It Is only necejjsary to say 
that tho prosperity of tho Island nnd the 
wisdom with which It has been governed 
havo been such ns to maUu It serve as nn 
example of all that Is best In Insular ad- 
ministration. 


On July 4 last, on the ana hundred and 
twenty-sixth anniversary of tho declara- 
tion of our Independence, pence nntl am- 
nesty were promulgated In tho Philippine 
Islands. 
Somo troublo has slnco from 
time to time threatened with tho Mollam- 
mednn Moros, but with tho lato insurrec- 
tionary Filipinos tho war has entirely 
ceased. Civil government has now been 
Introduced. Not only 'does each Filipino 
enjoy such rights to llfo. liberty nnd tho 
pursuit of happiness ns he has never be- 
fore known during tho recorded history of 
tho Islands, but tho peoplo, taken ns a 
whole, no\v enjoy n meamiro of self gov- 
ernment greater than that granted to nny 
other orientals by any foreign power and 
creator than that enjoyed liy any other 
orientals under their own governments 
save the Japnncso nlnnc. 
We havo not 
conn too far In granting these rights ot 
liberty nnd self government, but we hav< 
certainly gone to tho limit that In tho In 
forests of tho Philippine people themselves 
It was wlso or just to go. To hurry mat- 
ters, to go faster than we nro now going, 
Would, entail calamity o,n tha n-.nniQ uf

THE MESSAGE 


The president's message, found on 


another page, -will be read with In 
terest by many people, who have been 
anxious to know what policy would 
be recommended in dealing with lm< 
portant questions. 


The paper Is clear In utterance, 


strong In character and vigorous In 
tone. 
"While some portions of It 


may be criticised,' the author will be 
given credit for honesty of purpose 
and strong and well defined convic- 
tions of what he believes to be right. 


There is nothing radical about the 


suggestions offered, and people were 
Impressed with the notion that the 
tariff and trusts would be subjected 
to severe criticism, and ^recommended 
for drastic treatment, will be disap- 
pointed. 


The president has discovered, as 


docs every other man who gives these 
questions Intelligent; and prejudiced 
thought*, that the large combinations 
of capital, usually called trusts, are 
the product of prosperity, and that 
•while some evils may be attendant, 
that the question of regulation, stands 
apart frcm tariff revision. 


He has made another discovery, too, 


•frequently overlooked by statesmen. 
That while the protective tariff fosters 
and encourages home Industries, thai 
It means vastly more to labor than 
it does to capital, and while he favors 
reclprccal trade relations under cer- 
tain conditions, ho advJses riarcful 
and conservative action after thorough 
Investigation. 


He is sound on the question of a 


circulating medium, and 
while he 


offers no recommendations, except by 
Inference, he says that the banks are 
the natural servants of 
commerce, 


and upon them should bo placed the 
responsibility of supplying a flexible 
medium that shall meet demands. Ho 
believes that the government should go 
out of the banking business. 
' While he says nothing about or- 
ganized labor, lie expresses the con- 
Tlctlon. that both capital and labor 
. should be protected to Invest in any 
• market without restraint, so long as 
' the. rights of others are not Infring- 
ed upon. 


The message recommends a depart 


ment of commerce, in the Interests 
of both capital and labor, and congress 
•will undoubtedly create the new cab- 
inet'position. 


Reciprocity with Cuba Is regarded 


"as vital to the welfare of the island 
and of great Importance to the Inter- 
ests of the United States. 
. The Isthmian canal is regarded as 
the greatest work of engineering ever 
attempted by any country and the val 
ue of the enterprise when completed, 
Is beyond estimate. 


The army and navy are commended 


for efficiency and both should 
be 


strengthened by liberal expenditure of 
money. 


The president regards the work 


accomplished In' the Philippine Islands 
as worthy of the nation In point of 
progressive civilization. 


He regards the establishment 
of 


the rural mall service, as In keeping 
with the progress of the age, and com 
mends the postofflce department for 
efficiency. 


The message contains enough 
in 


the way of practical suggestions to 
engage the attention of congress, and 
If some of the provisions arc adopted 
anil carried out the session will be 
productive of good results.

POST CHECK CURRENCY 


Now that the election Is over and 


the general results known, perhaps 
we can Induce farmers to seriously 
consider some legislative measures to 
which wo have tried to call attention 
several times recently. Farmers need 
two tilings badly. 
One Is a safe, 


cheap and convenient method of send- 
Ing money by mail. 
The money ord- 


er system Is safe enough, but It Is 
neither cheap nor convenient. 
Tho 


"Post Check Currency" combines all 
three essentials. The bill now before 
both branches of congress provides 
that all $1, $2 and $5 be hereafter 
printed with a blank space on them 
which any one can fill out in a mom- 
ent. making It payable only to the 
person or flrm to whom It Is sent. A 
postage stamp is stuck on 
another 


blank space, and the bill can then 
be sent by mall. 
Fractional currency 


In 
denominations of 10, 25 and 50 


cents Is also provided for In the same 
way so that anyone, anywhere In the 
Untcd States, can send any sum from 
ten cents up, without the trouble of 
Retting or filling out a money order 
registering a letter, etc., and 
at 


about half the expense. 
This Is one 


thing the farmer needs and must have 
Farmers can push 
this 
measure 


through at the coming short session 
If they will take hold in 
earnest. 


Write personal letters to your con 
gressmen and senators. 
Send them 


petitions and resolutions, and when 
the bill comes up for consideration 
send them telegrams urging 
their 


support.

THE ONE MILL TAX 


Tho county board of Green county 


recently passed ,a resolution, request- 
Ing their representative' In tho legls- 
lature, to use all honorable means 
to have tho school tax repealed. Ev- 
ery county In the state should do the 
same thing. 
\ 


If there was ever a law placed upon 


tho statute books that needed repeal- 
ing; It IB the one mill tax law. There 
would bo Just as much sense In pro- 
riding one mill or a fraction of n mill 
for every department of state expense 
as for the schools. 


Thoro Is no reason why the schools 


Including the university and normals 
should not bo required to file a bud- 
get, the same as the executive, tho 
charitable nnd penal, and every other 
department. 


The people are willing to contri- 


bute by way of taxes, all the money 
that Is necessary for legitimate expen 
sea, but they have no right to be bun- 
coed, and that Is exactly what hap- 
pened to them whon the schools were 
placed on a one mill tax basis. 


The business of the state should be 


conducted In a business-like way. If 
there Is any business about tho one 
mill tax It has never come to tho sur- 
face. 
It was a farce from the day of 


Its Inception, and It become an expen. 
slve burlesque when applied to last 
year's assessments. 


Tho new legislature will do well to 


take hold of the one mill tax early 
In tho session, nnd keep In sight until 
It is burled beyond recall. 


BANK TAXES' 


Tho comptroller of the currency, 


William B. Rldgeley, makes the fol- 
lowing report on bonk taxes to tho 
government: 


"From 1803 to 1002 the banks hove 


paid to the government. In tax on cir- 
culation, over $30,000.000; on capital 
and deposits, from J8G3 to 1883, near- 
ly ?GU,000,000; on capital and surplus, 
under the war revenue act of 1898, 
about $7,000,000, . In addition 
to 


these taxes, the banks paid over $4,- 
500,000 for the 'redemption of their 
circulation from 1874, the year the 
national bank redemption agency was 
established, to June 30, 1902, nnd from 
1883 to 1902 about $030,000 for plates 
'rom which circulating notes 
were 


printed, 
or an aggregate, approxi- 


mately of $171,000,000." 


Under those conditions It Is not at 


all surprising that the national banks 
nrc tardy In Issuing large volumes of 
currency for the accommodation of 
the public. 


It would seem that'when the banks 


[>ut up ample security, so that the 
government as well as tho people, Is 
amply protected, that they should be 
relieved of the tax or noto Issues. 


The banks laws arc crude and be- 


ilnd the spirit of a progressive age. 


Congress can afford to give the mat- 
ter Intelligent attention.

The number of national banks, ac- 


cording to the comptroller's report, 
has increased 828 during tho 
last fis- 
cal year, whilo the' capital of tho as- 
sociation was only Increased by about 
$19,000,000. 
The volume of Individ- 


ual deposits, however, has Increased 
from 
$1.7G5,GOO,000 to $3,209,275,000, 


or about 82 per cent. This speaks vol- 
umes for the prosperity of the coun- 
try.

(Continued from Page 3.) 


. KoTpoMcY n'er enferetT Into) 
. by the American people ha» vindicated It- 
celt In moro ilgnal manner than the poli- 
cy of holding the Philippines. Tho tri- 
umph of our arm*, above all tho triumph 
of our laws and principles, has come soon- 
er than wo had any right to expect. Too 
much prnlse cannot be given to the nrxny 
for what It hna done In tho Philippines, 
both In warfare and from nn administra- 
tive standpoint. In preparing the way for 
civil government, and similar credit be- 
longs to the civil authorities for tho way 
In which they have planted the seed* of 
•elf government In the ground thus mado 
ready for thrm. Tho cournRe. the un- 
flinching endurance, the high soldierly eftl- 
clency and the general kind heartedncas 
and humanity of our troops have been 
strikingly manifested. There now remain 
only some, 15.000 troops In the Islands. All 
told, over 100.000 have been sent there. Of 
, course there hav« been Individual In- 
. stances of wrontrd< .nc among them. They 
•warred under fearful difficulties of elf- 
mate and surroundings, and under tho 
•train of the terrible provocations which 
they continually received from their foes 
occasional Instances of cruel retaliation 
occurred. Every effort has been made to 
prevent such cruelties, and finally these 
efforts have been completely successful. 
Every effort hns also been mado to de- 
tect and punish the wrongdoers. 
After 
making all allowance for these mlsdeeda 
It remains true that few Indeed have been 
the Instances In which war -has been 
•waged bjr a civilized power against semi- 
• elrulzed or barbarous forces where thrro 
has been so little wrongdoing by the vic- 
tors as In the Philippine Islands. O/i the 
other hand, the amount of difficult. Impor- 
tant and beneficent work which has been 
done Is well nigh Incalculable. 


Taking the work of the army and tho 
civil authorities together. It may be ques- 
tioned whether anywhere else In modern 
times the world has seen a better exam- 
ple of real constructive statesmanship 
than our people have given In the Philip- 
pine Islands. High praise should also bo 
given those Filipinos —In the aggregate 
very numerous—who havo accepted the 
new conditions and joined with our repre- 
sentatives to work with hearty good will 
fur the welfare of the Islands. 
- The nrmy has been reduced to the mini- 
mum allowed by law. It Is very small for 
the size of the nation and most certainly 
should be kept at the highest point of effi- 
ciency. The senior officers are given scant 
chance under ordinary conditions to ex- 
ercise commands commensurate with their 
rank under circumstances which would lit 
them to do their duty In tlmo of actual 
war. A system of maneuvering our army 
In -bodies of some little size has been be- 
gun and should be steadily -continued, 
without such maneuvers It Is folly to ex- 
pect that In the event of hostilities with 
any serious foe even a small army corps 
could be handled to advantage, lloth our 
oClcers and enlisted. men aro such that 
ire can take hearty pride In them. No 
better material can be found, liut thev 
must be thoroughly trained, both as Indi- 
viduals and In the mass. The marksman- 
ship of the men must receive special at- 
tention. In tho circumstances of modern 
warfare tho man must act far more on 
his own Individual responsibility than 
ever before, and tho high Individual etll- 
ciency of the unit Is of the utmost Im- 
portance. 
Formerly this unit was tho 
regiment. It Is now not the regiment, not 
even the troop or company: It Is tho Indi- 
vidual soldier. Every effort must be made 
to develop every workmanlike and sol- 
dierly quality In both tho odlcer and tho 
enlisted man. 


1 urgently call your attention to tho 
need of passing a bill providing for a gen- 
eral staff and for tho reorganization of 
the supply departments on the lines of the 
bill proposed by the secretary of war last 
year, when the young ofllcers enter the 
army from West Point, they probably 
stand above their com peers In any other 
military service. Even* effort should be 
made by training, by run-aril of merit, by 
scrutiny Into their careers and capacity, 
to krep them of the same high relative 
excellence throughout their careers. 
The measure providing for tho reorgan- 
ization of the militia system and for se- 
curing the highest ctllclency In the nation- 
al guard, which has already paused the 
house, should receive prompt attention 
and action. It Is of great Importance that 
the relation of the national guard to the 
mllltla and volunteer forces of the United 
States should be denned and that In place 
of our present obsolete laws a practical 
and efficient system should be adopted. 
l*rovlA!nn should bo made to enable tho 
secretary of war to keep cav.ilry and ar- 
tillery horses worn out In long perform- 
ance of duty. Such horses fetch but a 
trifle when sold, and rather than turn 
them out to the misery awaiting them 
when thus disposed of It would bo better 
to employ them ut light work around tho 
posts and when necessary to put them 
painlessly to death. 
For the first tlmo In our history navnl 
maneuvers on a large scale an* be!:,* held 
under the Immediate command of tho ad- 
miral of the navy. Constantly Increasing 
attention Is being paid to the gunn?ry of 
tho navy, but It Is yet far from what It 
should be. I earnestly urge that tho In- 
crease asked for by the secretary of the 
navy In the appropriation for Improving 
the marksmanship be granted. In battlu 
the only sholn that count nro the shots 
that bit. It Is necessary to provide nmplu 
funds for practice with the great guns in 
time of peace. These funds must provide 
not only for the purchase of projectiles. 
. but for allowances for prizes to encour- 
age the gun crews, and especially the gun 
pointers, and for perfecting an Intelligent 
system under which alone It Is possible to 
get good practice. 
There should be no halt In tho work of 
bulldlnc up the navy, providing every 
year additional fighting craft. We arc a 
very rich country, vast In extent of terri- 
tory and great In population, a country, 
moreover, which haw nn nrmy diminutive 
Indeed when compared with that of any 
other first class power. \Va havo deliber- 
ately made our own certain foreign poli- 
cies which demand tho possession of a 
first class navy. The Isthmian canal will 
greatly Increase the olllclency of our navy 


• If thu navy Is of sufficient size, but If wo 
have nn Inadequate navy then tho bullcl- 
* Ins; of the canal would be merely giving a 
hostage tc> any power of superior strength. 
The Jlonrot- doctrine should bo treated as 
the cardinal feature of American foreign 
pollcj'. but It would be worse than Idle 
to assert It unless we Intended to back It 
up. anil It can be backed up only by a 
thoroughly good navy. 
A good navy Is 
not a provocative of war. It Is tho surest 
guaranty of pence. 
Each Individual unit nf our navy should 
be tho most efllclent of Its kind as regards 
both material and personnel that Is to be 
found In tho world. I call your special 
attention to tho need of providing for tho 
'manning of the ships. 
SerlnuH trouble 
threatens us If we cannot do better than 
we are now doing ns regards securing tho 
•ervlces of a sufficient number of tho high- 
est type of sallormen. of sea mechanics. 
The veteran seamen of our warships aro 
of as high a type ns can be found In any 
navy which rides thu waters of the worliL 
They are unsurpassed In daring. In reso- 
lution. In readiness. In thorough knowl- 
edge of their profession. They deserve ev- 
er}' consideration that can be shown them. 
Hut there ar<> not enough of them. It Is 
no more jx>«slblo to Improvise a crow than 
It Is possible to Improvise a warship. To 
build the llnest ship, with tho deadliest 
battery, and to send It afloat with n raw 
crew, no matter how brave they were In- 
dividually, would be to Insure disaster If n 
foe of average capacity wern encountered. 
Neither ships nor men can bo Improvised

Krndes. unusunl labor nnd fnticue nnd Ims 
grnvuly strained their poxvers of enilur- 
nnco. Nor l» there »len of nny Immedlnte 
letup In this atrnln. It must continue for 
some tlmo lonccr until more olflcerB nre 
Kradunted from Annapolis nnd until the 
recruits become trained nnd itklilful In 
their duties. In these illlllcultles Incident 
upon the development of our wiir ileca the

Katuotu rclf 
romplanncy or vanity or >liomiKh!fdnt>* In r<- 
luting to prepare for danger Is both foollih and 
wicked In such a nation as ours, and pait experi- 
ence has shown that tuch fatuity tn refuting to 
recognlie or prepare lor any crisis In advance Is 
usually succeeded by a mail panic of hysterical 
fear once the crisis has actually arrived. 
The striking Increase in the revenues of the 


po«totIU« department shows clearly the profperity 
of our people and the Increasing activity of the 
business of the country. 
The receipts of the r.oitofflce department for 
last amounted to 
Slu.ZlO.i'U.S? over 
the preceding year, the largest Increase known in 
the lilitory of the postal service. Ilie magnitude 
of this Inmate will but appear from the fact 
that the entire postal receipts for the year l&GO 
"mounted to but SS.S1S.UC7. 
Rural free delivery service Is no longer In the 


experimental stage. It has l*ecnme a fUed policy. 
The results following Its introduction hive fully 
lustlUcil tbe congress In the larife appropriations 
made fur Its cstablithment and extension. 
Th«i 
average yearly Increaie in potofllce receipts In 
the rural districts of the country Is about 2 per 
cent. 
We are now able, by actual results, to 


show that where rural free . delivery service has 
been ettabllihed to such an extent as to enable 
us to make compariions the yearly increase has 
Lten upward of 10 per rent. 


On Nov. 1. 1MI2. 11, CM rural tree delivery 
routes had been established anil were In operation, 
covering al>out one*thlrd of the territory of the 
United States available for rural free delivery 
service. There are now awaiting the action of 
the department pctttlrms and applications fur the 
establishment of lO.TIS additional routes. 
Tills 
shows conclusively the want which tbe tstahlliih- 
ment of the voice liai met and the need of fur- 
ther extending It as rapidly as (Kxislble. 
It is 
Justified both by the financial results anil by the 
practical benefits to our rural |>opulatton; It 
brings the men who live on the soil Into close 
relations with the active builneu world: it keeps 
the farmer In dally touch with the markets; U Is 
a potential educational force: It enhances the 
value of farm property, makes farm life far 
pleasantcr and less Isolated, and will do much to 
check the undesirable current frcm country to 
city. 
It U to be hoped that the conere«s will make 
liberal appropriations for the continuance of the 
service already established and for Its further ex- 
tension. 
Few subjects of, more Importance haro l«en 
taken up by* tha congress in recent years than 
the Inauguration of the svstem of nationally aided 
Irrigation for the arid regions of the far wrst. 
A good beginning therein has been made. 
Now 
that this j>ollcy of rational Irrigation has been 
adopted the need of thorough and scientific forest 
protection will grow more rapidly than ever 
throughout the public land states. 
Legislation should be provided tor Ihe protec- 


tion of the game and the wild creatures gener- 
ally on the forest reserves. The senM-less slaugh- 
ter of game, which can by jutllciout protection be 
permanently preserved on our national reserves 
lor the Iieople as a whole, should be stopped at 
once. It Is. for Instance, a serious count against 
our national good sense to permit the present 
Kactlce of butchering of! such a stately and 
autlful creators* as the elk for Its antlers or 
tusks. 
So far as they are available for agriculture and 
to whatever eitent they may be reclaimed under 
the national Irrigation law. the remaining public 
lands ahould be held rigidly for the hcmcbuilder, 
the settler who lives on his land, and for no one 
else. 
In their actual uv the desert land law, 
the timber and stone law and the commutation 
clause of the homestead law have been so per- 
verted from the Intention with which they wer* 
enacted an to permit the acquisition of large 
areas of the public domain for other than actual 
settlers and the consequent prevention uf settle- 
ment. 
Moreover, the approaching exhaustion of 
the public ranges has of late led to much (111- 
cuwlon as to the best manner of using these pub- 
lic lands In the west which arc suitable chiefly or 
only for grazing. The sound and steady develop- 
ment of the west depends u|>on Ihe building up 
of homes therein. 
Much of our prosperity as a 
nation has been due to the operation of the hume- 
stead law. On the other hand, we should recog- 
nize the fact that In the grazing region the man 
who corresponds to the homesteader may be un- 
•able to settle permanently It only allowed to use 
the same amount of pasture land that his brother. 
the homesteader. Is allowed to u<e of arable land. 
One hundred and sixty acres of fairly rich and 
well watered toll or a much smaller amount of 
Irrigated land may keep a family In plenty, where- 
as no one could cet a living from 1M acres of 
dry pasture land capable of nupportlng at th? 
ou'tilde only oneliead of cattle to evtry ten acres. 
In the past ereat tracts of the public domain 
have been fenced In by persons havlnc no title 
thereto. In direct defiance of the law forbidding 
[he maintenance or coiKtruttiun of any .urn un- 
lawful Inclmui- of public land. 
For various 
reanons there has been little ' interference with 
tuch Incloiures In the past, but ample notice has 
now been given the trrtpawers. and all the re- 
sources at the command of the government -.till 
hereafter l>e used to put a stop to such trespassing. 
In view of the capital Importance of these mat- 
ters I commend them to the earnest consideration 
of the congrcM. and If Ihe congre?* finds diffi- 
culty In dealing with them from lack of thorough 
knowledge of the subject 1 recommend that pro- 
vision be made for a commission of ex|MTts spe- 
cially to investigate and report upon the com- 
plicated questions Involved. 
* 
1 espcclalljr urge upon the congre«a the need of 


wise legislation for Alatka. 
It Is not to our 
crrdlt as u nation that Alaska, which has been 
ours for thirty-five years, shuuld still have as poor 
a tyrtcm of laws as Is the case. Xo country has 
armorer valuable po»«cs»!on In mineral wealth, in 
flihcrlcs, furs, forests and also In land available 
for certain kinds cf farming and slock growing. 
It Is a territory of great size and varied re- 
sources, well tilted to support a large iwrmanent 
1-opulatlon. 
Alaska needs a good land law and 
such provisions for homestead* and pre-emptions 
as will encourage permanent settlement. 
We 
should thai* legislation with a view not to the 
exploiting and abandoning of the territory, but 
to the building up c,f homes therein. The land 
laws should be liberal In type, sii as to hold out 
Inducements to the actual settler whom we most 
desire to ice lake pow«lon of the country. The 
forests of Alaska should be protected, and, as a 
secondary but mill Important matter, the itame 
also, and at the same time It Is Imperative that 
the Millers should be allowed to cut timber, un- 
der proper regulations, for their own use. Laws 
should be enacted to protect the Alaskan salmon 
fisheries against the greed which would destroy 
them. They should lie preserved as a permanent 
Industry and food supply. 
Their management 
and control should be turned over to the commis- 
sion of f\«h and fisheries. Alaska should have a 
delegate In the congress. It would be well If a 
congressional committcjbroulil visit Alaska and 
Investigate Its needs on trie ground. 
In dealing with the Indians our aim should be 
their ultimate absorption into the bodv of our 
people, but In many cases this absorption must 
and should be very slow. 
In portions of the In- 
dian Territory the mixture of ulood has gone on 
at the same time with progress in wealth and 
education, so that there arc plenty of men with 
varying degrees of purity of Indian blood who 
are absolutely Indistinguishable In point of social. 
political and economic ability from their white 
associates. There are other tril»es which have as 
yet made no perceptible advance toward such 
(.•quality. To try to force such tribes too fast Is 
to prevent their going forward at all. Moreover, 
the tribes live under widely ilillerent conditions. 
Where a tribe lias nude considerable advance ami 
live* on fertile farming roil It Is |>ossible to allot 
the members lands In severally much as Is the 
case with white «ettler«. There nro other triliei 
where such a cnur«c Is not desirable. 
On tha 
arid prairie Umds the eflorfshuuld be to Induco 
the Indians tu lead pastoral rather than agricul- 
tural lives and to permit them lo settle In vil- 
lages rather than to force them Into isolation. 
Th« large Indian schools situated remote from 
any Indian reservation do a ppccial ami peculiar 
work of great Importance; but, excellent though 
the«e are, an Immense amount of additional work 
mbst be done on the reservations themselves 
among tho old, and. above all, among the jounc 
Indians. 
The first and most important step toward tha 
absorption of the Indian is to teach Mm to earn 
his living, yet It Is not necessarily to bo assumed 
that In each community all Indians must becoma 
either tillers of the soil or stock raisers. Their 
industries may properly be diversified, and those 
who show n*dsl liwirc or adaDtabiUtr tot Indus' 


tmr'br'tVen'co'mmefrtal-pnnuns-ilioifld T>e en- 
couraged so far as practicable to follow out each 
bU own bent. 


Every effort'should be made'to develop the In- 
dian along tho llnesi of natural aptitude and to 
encourage' the existing native Industries peculiar 
to certain tribes, tuch as Ihe various kinds of 
basket weaving, canoe building, smith work and 
blanket work. 
Above all, the Indian 1-oys and 
girls should be given confident command of col- 
loquial English and should ordinarily be prepared 
for a vigorous struggle with the conditions under 
which their people live rather than for Immedi- 
ate absorption Into acme more highly developed 
community. 


The officials who represent the government In 


dealing with the Indians work under hard condi- 
tions and also under conditions which render It 
easy to do wrong and very difficult to detect 
wrong. 
Consequently they should be amply paid 
on the one hand, and on the other hantl a par- 
ticularly high standard of conduct should be de- 
manded from them, and where misconduct can be 
proved the punishment should be exemplary. 
In no department of governmental work In re- 
cent years has there l*cn greater success than 
In that of giving scientific aid lo tha farming 
population, thereby them in; them how most <•»• 
clenlly to help themselves. There is no need of 
Insisting upon Us Importance, for the welfare of 
the farmer Is fundamentally necessary to the 
welfare of the republic as a wlmle. In addition 
to tuch work as quarantine against animal and 
vegetable plagues, and warring against them when 
here Introduced, much efficient help has been ren- 
dered to the farmer by the Introduction of new 
plant* specially fitted for cultivation under the 
peculiar comlltlons'cxUtlng In different portions 
of the country. New cereals have been established 
In the semlarid west. 
Kor Instance, the t.-acti- 
cablllly of producing the best ty|ies of macaroni 
wheatH in regions of an annual rainfall of only 
ten inches or thereabout has been conclusively 
demonstrated. 
Through the Introduction of new 
rices In Louisiana and Texas the production of 
rice In this country has been made to about equal 
the home demand. In the southwott the possibil- 
ity of regrasslng overstocked range lands haa been 
demonstrated; in the north manv new forage 
crops have been Introduced, while tn the east It 
has been shown that tome ot our choicest fruita 
can be itorcd and shipped In tuch a way as to 
find a profitable market abroad. 
I again recommend to the favorable considera- 
tion of the congress the plans of the Smithsonian 
Institution for making the museum under its 
chargo worthy of the nation and tor preserving 
at the national capital not only records of the 
vanishing race* ot men, but of the animals ot thht 
continent which. Ilka the buffalo, will soon be- 
come extinct unless specimens from which tliele 
representatives may be renewed are sought In 
their native regions and maintained tbcrti in 
safety. 


Tho District of Columbia It the only part of 
our territory In which the national government 
exercise* local or municipal functions and where 
In consequence the government hat a free hand 
in reference to certain types of social and eco- 
nomic legislation which must be essentially local 
or municipal In their character. The government 
should pee to It, for Instance, that the hygienic 
and tanltanr legislation affecting Washington It 
of a high character. The evils of slum dwellings, 
whether In the shape ot crowded and congested 
tenement home districts; or of the back alley 
tvpe, should never be permitted to grow up In 
Washington. The city tnould be a model In every 
resect for all the cities of the country. The 
charitable and correctional systems of the Dis- 
trict should receive consideration at the hands of 
the congreM to the end that they may embody 
the result* of the mr>st advanced thought In these 
Held*. Moreover, while Washington Is not a great 
Industrial city, there Is some industrialism here, 
anil our labor legislation, while It would not be 
Important In Itself, might be made a model for 
the rest of the nation. We should pan, for In- 
stance, a wise employer'* liability act for the l>if 
trict of Columbia, and we need tuch an act In 
our navy'yard*. 
Railroad companies In the Dis- 
trict ought to be required by law to block their 
frees. 
The safety appliance law, for the better pro- 
tection of the lives and limbs of railway em- 
ployeet, which wa> pasted In 1M.1, went Into full 
tffect on Aug. 1. 1!WI. It haa resulted In avert- 
ing thousands of casualties. 
Experience shows, 


however, the necessity ot additional legislation 
to perfect this law. A bill to provide for thlt 
j'tucil the senate at the last sestfon. It It to b« 
iioped that some such meature*ma/ now be en- 
acted Into law. 


There It a growing tendency to provide for the 
publication of manes of documents tor which 
there Is no public demand and for the printing of 
which there is no real necessity. I.arge numbers 
of volumes are turned out by the government 
nrintlng prcwi for which there Is no justification. 
Sothlng should be printed hy any of the depart- 
ment* unlesn It contains something of permanent 
value, and the congress could with advantage cut 
!!o\vn very materially on all the printing which 
It has now become customary lo provide. 
The 
excessive cost of government printing is a strong 
irgumrnt against the |>oiitlon of these who aro 
inclined on abstract grounds to advocate the gov- 
ernment's doing ant* rrsrk which can with pro- 
priety be left In private hand*. 
(i rat living progress has h«*en made during the 
year In the extension of the m-rlt Mitcm ot ma li- 
ng appointments In the government service. It 
ihould be extended by law ir> the District of Co- 
lumbia. It Is much to be desired that our con- 
sular system be established by law on a basit 
providing for appointment and promotion only In 
consequence ot proved fltnets. 
Through a wise provision of the congress at Its 
list vsslon the U hlte House, which bad become 
disfigured by Incongruous additions and changes, 


now been restored to'vrhat it was planned to 
by Washington. 
In making the restorations 
the utmost care l;ss been exercised to come at 
near as possible to the early plans and to supple- 
ment these plans by a careful study of such 
• 
building* as that ot the University of Virginia, 
which was built by Jefferson. The White House 
Is the property nf the nation, and so-tar at Is 
compatible with living therein it should be kept 
as it originally was. for the fame reasons that 
we keep Mount Vernon as It originally was. The 
stately simplicity of Its architecture Is an ex- 
pression of the character ol Ihe tu-rlml In which 
It was built'and is In acccrd with the purposes 
It was designed to nerve. It Ii a good thing to 
preserve such buildings as historic monument* 
which keep iMve our tense of continuity wllu Uu 
nation'* past. 
The reports ot the several executive depart- 
ments are submitted to the congress with thif 
communication.
